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Response to Arguments 

1 . Regarding point 7 on the Advisory Action cover page, the amendments to the 
claims will not change the rejection used in the Final Office Action dated 7/14/2006. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/14/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Roe does not teach a connecting member 
having a rounded cross-section in at least an elongated section thereof Figure 3 clearly 
shows that the connecting member does have a rounded cross section on an elongated 
portion. Claim 11, does not clarify the issue because Roe does teach the rounded 
cross-section section of the connecting member extending "through a complete region" 
of the connecting receptacle assembly. Applicant has not disclosed the size of the 
region in the connecting receptacle assembly and therefore it can extend just the 
longitudinal length of the connecting member that has a rounded cross-section. 
Furthermore the rounded cross-section area or the connecting member of Roe does 
form a connecting part as it attaches the D-shaped cross-section to the guide assembly 
and is therefore plays a roll in connecting the guide assembly to the housing. 

Furthermore, Bednar does teach two connecting members and two slots as can 
be seen in Figure 2. The connecting members are the two parallel members with teeth 
(214). Figure 2 shows that there are at least 2 separate slots, one for each parallel 
connecting member, as there is an intervening barrier (parts of the power saw housing 
located between the two connecting members) between the two slots.
